There never was a season in my 
memory wben there was such a scat- 
tering among the tourists. Tne steam- 
ships for Europe have all their state- 
rooms engaged weeks ahead.

tbe big haystack they told the high- 
toned stories of "The Greater New 
York." 
. It-K many years since tbe Mabille 
closed its blot, and it was here that 
many a young spark whose father sent 
him out in charge of a private tutor, 
to make a tour of the world, had met 
his bete noir—at the Jardin Mabille— 
where, on Saturday nights, the devil 
and his crew held high carnival. The 
music was ravishing, the garden was 
always crowded, and wben tbe music 
struck up everyone wanted to dance. 
As the furor increased, four, couples 
rushed out from the midst of the 
crowd, the men- lined up ia their 
places with a handspring or a somer- 
sault, and the women gave a high kick 
which threatened to fracture the sky. 
It was a signal for the orchestra to 
begin. In front of me and my party 
was a young clergyman, who leaned 
forward, anxiously watching every 
movement of the dancers. At a given 
signal from the orchestra came a 
crash like the breaking of ten thous- 
and shingles. The men turned a som- 
ersault and the agile young sirens 
gave another high kick. One fairy's 
toes caught the young minister's hat 
and sent it fly ing over the beads of 
the crowd. The young minister was 
in despair at the loss of bis dicer, 
which was brand new and had cost 
trim 25 francs that morning. When 
the dance was over the minister start- 
ed a search for his hat. After a i ound 
of the garden he saw it on the bead of 
a demi-monde fairy, who was amusing 
a crowd by giving it a good foot ball 
kick and catchiug it on her head 
Every time this clever trick was done 
the crowd clapped its bands and then 
bravos rent the air. "Wben the rain- 
ister saw his bat be recognized it not- 
withstanding its battered condition. 
He made a dive for it. When the 
soiled dove saw him sbe gave a scream 
and vanished. The crowd divining 
from his bare bead that he must 
be the 
owner of tbe bat. closed 
around him and held him as if he 
were in a vise, and gave his tormen- 
tor a chance to escape. 


At the close of tbeperformace, Miss 
Kicksee appeared on tbe music stand, 
with the battered hat on her bead, 
and announced that somebody bad 
lost a bat. Does anybody want it? 
Here! here! here! came from all parts 
of the crowd. "Then take it/' she 
said as she-gave it another kick and 
let the ckowd fight for it, which they 
did, tearing it into a hundred pieces 
and everybody fighting for a piece.
